Drink it in

Funny thing about period pieces like I IBO’s handsome 
new series “Boardwalk Empire”: It’s so beautiful and so 
historically authentic that viewers can spend too much 
time admiring it and miss the story being told. 

I think that’s what happens sometimes when I 
watch “Mad Men.” It definitely happened during my 
first viewing of the Martin Scorsese-directed season 
premiere of “Boardwalk Empire.” 

Scorsese meticulously re-creates the Prohibition era of the 1920s with a his- 
torian’s attention to period detail, from the gorgeous costumes to the colorful 
storefronts to real-life mobsters (a young A 1 Capone!) and the gangsters’ guns 
and getaway cars. 

“Boardwalk Empire,” created by former “The Sopranos” writer Terence Win- 
ter, tells the story of Enoch “Nucky” Thompson (Steve Buscemi), who is a study 
in contrast as the charming treasurer of Atlantic City and a vicious crime boss. 

Buscemi, taking his first stab at leading man status, turns Nucky into a 
powerful yet neurotic schemer bent on being king of the bootleggers. Bus- 
cemi’s scarecrow build, buggy eyes and irritating voice are perfect for the role. 
He imbues Nucky with equal parts humor, compassion, brains and a truly 
frightening nasty streak. 

Buscemi’s performance is matched by those around him, especially Mi- 
chael Pitt as Nucky’s impatient protege, Michael Shannon as a federal agent, 
Anthony Laciura as Nucky’s inept butler, and Kelly MacDonald as a struggling 
Irish immigrant whom Nucky helps in his own special way 

You may not recognize the depth of these characters right away, but don’t 
judge “Boardwalk Empire” too quickly Scorsese has sacrificed character for 
scenic realism in the premiere, but he succeeds in setting up a web of intrigu- 
ing plot lines and introduces us to a dazzling gangster world filled with dozens 
of complicated characters like Nucky.

Lady’s (almost) first 
for country awards

Move over, hat guys. 

There was welcome new blood among 
the nominees announced this past week for 
the CMA Awards, which has become the 
“Groundhog Day” of awards shows in recent 
years with its familiar list of winners. 

The change is especially evident in the best 
entertainer category with relative newcom- 
ers Lady Antebellum, Miranda Lambert and 
the Zac Brown Band easing aside well-worn 
fixtures such as Kenny Chesney Alan Jackson 
and George Strait. 

With its five nominations, Lady Antebel- 
lum trails only Lambert’s nine nods among 
the front-runners for the awards to be handed 
out Nov io in a televised ceremony on ABC. 

“It’s been a wild week,” said Lady Antebel- 
lum’s Dave Haywood, part of a trio that also 
includes singer-guitarist Charles Kelley and 
vocalist Hillary Scott. “We’re so excited.” 

For Lady Antebellum, that excitement 
comes with a price: There already has been 
backlash that the young band isn’t yet worthy 
of inclusion in the CMAs’ most prestigious 
category 

Haywood can see the point: 

“For us, in all honesty, we all looked at each 
other and said, Man, we haven’t embarked on 
our first headlining tour!’ We feel like it’s pre- 
mature, but we can’t change it,” he says. “We 
can’t go back and change what happened. 
We’re excited that people see us in that light. 
We’re honored, even if we do feel like it’s a 


little bit early” 

The group has made the most of its time 
since the trio formed as a songwriting collec- 
tive in 2006. A self-titled debut album in 2008 
went platinum on the strength of the cross- 
over-ready hit single “I Run to You.” 

In January Lady Antebellum returned 
with its sophomore album, “Need You Now,” 
which has been certified triple platinum after 
the title track spent five straight weeks at the 
top of the Billboard Country Songs chart. 
The song also crossed over to pop radio sta- 
tions and claimed the No. 1 spot on Himes’ 
all-genre singles chart. 

Haywood, 28, Kelley, 29, and Scott, 24, still 
collaborate on much of the band’s material, 
although they aren’t shy about grabbing tunes 
by other Nashville songwriters such as the 
joyously catchy ‘American Honey” 

“We heard that song and knew that was go- 
ing to be a smash,” Haywood says. “I wish I 
could write something like that.” 

With time, Haywood is confident that 
Lady Antebellum eventually can win over 
skeptics who think the group isn’t ready to 
be considered among country music’s heavy- 
weights. The new crop of hit makers still pays 
its dues in the same way that country stars al- 
ways have, he says. 

“There’s a group of us that are all relatively 
new on the scene and we’ve all been at same 
shows, fairs and festivals together,” he said. 
“Everybody goes through it and it’s exciting 
for us to be a part of it.”

King of broken hearts 


Want to break up a couple? Hire Alex 
(Romain Duris), who, with help from his 
sister and her husband, makes his living 
by seducing (but not sleeping with) un- 
happy women and making them see they 
can do better.

“Heartbreaker” skips along with a funny 
stylish flair that only adds to a brisk yet 
breezy romanticism. Sure, the movie 
hinges on deception, and several charac- 
ters could be a little less cartoonish. But 
that doesn’t take much away from the 
charming appeal of choosing great love 
over good love — the need for passion in 
a relationship with only the right kind 
of role playing. Just because Alex doesn’t 
really like the movie “Dirty Dancing” 
doesn’t mean his and Juliette’s re-enact- 
ment of her favorite film’s famous dance 
sequence is any less sweetly erotic.

A touch of class

While we think of Rock Bottom Brewery as our go-to happy hour hang for a 
rooftop beer, the brewpub chucked its pool tables last fall to carve out a separate, 
classier space called RB Grille. Several notches fancier than the main space, RB’s 
oversized booths and tables dressed with white cloths and butcher paper make for 
that not-too-fancy not-too-casual vibe fit for a meet-the-parents meal or business 
meeting. Last weekend, we stopped in to take their just-launched brunch menu for 
a test drive. 


Don’t be fooled by: The names of the 
dishes. They appear standard to the 
point of boredom, but upon closer 
look, we discovered the kind of unique 
touches that kept us interested. The 
Denver omelet ($io) is stuffed with 
roasted poblano peppers, red onion 
confit and black forest ham, while fried, 
cinnamon-dusted plantains are an unex- 
pected side to French toast and waffles. 

Good for big appetites: The Prime, Egg 
*N Cheddar ($12) is a heaping serving 
of shaved prime rib, toothsome Yukon 
potato medallions and melted cheddar 
crowded with two over-easy eggs. If 


two eggs just won’t cut it, the steak and 
eggs dish ($15.50) is topped with three. 

We can’t stop thinking about: The 

chorizo cornbread pudding, a $3 side 
dish with a crispy, fritter-like exterior. 
It’s not revelatory on its own, but if the 
kitchen staff were to plop two of these 
guys on a plate with poached eggs on 
top, we’d go wild. 

Is it lunchtime yet? The burger ($11.50) 
gets the ubiquitous but satisfying 
cheddar-and-fried egg treatment. Sau- 
teed Yukon gold potatoes and onions 
take the place of fries. 



Day drinking: The brunch cocktail 
menu features a pomegranate mimosa 
($5) and three bloody marys, including 
a bacon bourbon mary ($8) spiked with 
bacon-infused bourbon and garnished 
with a stick of bacon. But with all the 
fresh beer made next door, what about 
a beermosa? Maybe a little stout mixed 
in a bloody mary? Major missed op- 
portunity if you ask us. 


Buzz factor: Sufficient. Servers pour 
coffee from ever-popular Starbucks 
($2.50). 

Crowd surfing: A half-full dining room 
of mostly hotel guests doesn’t make for 
the youngest, hippest brunch scene, 
but it’s expected for the location.

Smoke a bowl or eat a bowl (of ice cream)? 

That’s the question at a new medical mari- 
juana dispensary where half pints of Banan- 
nabis Foster and Straw-Mari Cheesecake 
marijuana-infused ice creams sell alongside 
more run-of-the-mill bags of pot. 

There’s no consumption on site, of course, 
but card-carrying marijuana patients have 
the choice at the new Creme De Canna in 
Soquel, Calif., of buying and taking their 
medication home to puff on or enjoy with 
dessert. 

Proprietor Jonathan Kolodinski says it’s 
got three flavors of ice cream now, but others 
are on the way 

“It’s been my passion to make medical 
marijuana not only highly effective, but de- 
liciously amazing,” said Kolodinski, who re- 
cently opened his marijuana collective across 
the street from Dominican Hospital. “I’ve 
wanted to bring my product line to the mar- 
ket for a long time.” 

Marijuana ice cream is not new Recipes 


have passed back and forth between pot us- 
ers since at least the ’60s and directions for 
an untold number of flavors abound on the 
Internet. But commercial sale of the product 
is in its infancy and prospects for this and 
other marijuana products loom large as Cali- 
fornia voters decide the legality of pot, be- 
yond just prescription users, this November. 

“This is just a drop in the bucket, what 
we’re seeing right now,” said Steve Kubby, 
national director of the American Medical 
Marijuana Association. 

Kubby who is developing his own pot 
products like a marijuana lozenge, says le- 
galization of the drug under Proposition 15 
would only hasten an already growing mar- 
ketplace for marijuana. 

‘A lot of people are coming up with all 
kinds of ideas about how to get cannabis into 
the diet,” he said. 

Before Kolodinski opened his dispensary 
on Paul Sweet Road, he began selling his pre- 
packaged ice cream at a handful of other dis- 
pensaries and earning positive reviews. 


“People like it,” said Nancy Black, aka 
Granny Purps, who carries the ice cream 
at her namesake collective. “First of all, it’s 
ice cream— and who doesn’t love ice cream? 
Secondly, it has a manageable amount of 
medication in it, and you don’t taste it.” 

Black says old-time pot smokers, remem- 
bering bad-tasting brownies of the past, have 
a misconception that marijuana tastes bad. 
That’s no longer the case, she says. 

“Everybody knows there are edibles out 
there. But people are rediscovering them 
now,” she said. 

Kolodinski says opening his dispensary 
was a natural next step for promoting his ice 
cream. 

“We’re now in a unique place to share our 
products,” he said, noting that he’ll soon add 
sorbets and vegan options to the ice cream 
lineup. 

The ice cream, which comes in half-pint 
containers marked by a slick logo and mari- 
juana leaf, sell for $15. According to the label, 
it contains “2 to 4 doses.” 


Americans’ 

No. 1 exercise: 
Making dinner

Only five percent of Americans do vig- 
orous exercise such as running, biking 
or aerobics on a given day and prepar- 
ing meals is the most common moderate 
physical activity 

In a study that looked at the intensity 
of what Americans do daily researchers 
found that exercise was not high on the 
list. 

Americans, by far, favored sedentary 
tasks such as making phone calls and 
grabbing a snack over activities that re- 
quire them to actually get up and move. 

“The greatest prevalence for reported 
moderate activities was food and drink 
preparation for both men and women,” 
Catrine Tudor-Locke and her team said in 
a report in the American Journal of Pre- 
ventive Medicine. 

“Overall, only 5.07 percent report any 
vigorous intense activity” 

The findings, by researchers at the 
Pennington Biomedical Research Center 
in Baton Rouge, La., are based on U.S. Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics on the habits of 
nearly 80,000 people between 2003 and 
2008. 

The activities are divided into seden- 
tary light, moderate and vigorous. 

Of the moderately intense tasks, the 
most common at 25.7 percent was prepar- 
ing meals, which was below the 80 per- 
cent of people who cited watching TV or 
going to the movies, or the 28 percent of 
people who read. 

But the study shows that Americans 
are five times more likely to spend time in 
the kitchen than doing something physi- 
cally demanding such as playing a sport 
or hiking, confirming the stereotype of 
Americans as couch potatoes.
